♦Bill No. 139 of 1958 

A hill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further sums 
from and out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the service 
of the financial year 1958-59. 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (No. 5) Act, 1958. Short title. 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may Issue of Rs. 

5 be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column 

3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sUm of twenty- Consolidated 
two crores, forty-nine lakhs and ninety thousand rUpeei towards 
defraying the several charges which \vill come in bourse of payment year 1958-59- 
during the financial year 1958-59, in respect of the services specified 
10 in column 2 of the Schedule. 


3. The sums authorised to be paid and apjilied from and out of Appropda- 
the Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated 
for the services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation 
to the said year. 

*Thc President has, in pursuance of clauses (i) and (3 of article 117 of the Consti¬ 
tution of India, recommended to I ok Sabha the intr^uction and consideration of 
the Bill.
